Kelso Ready to Go Again; 
Careless John Eyes Phoenix

AIKEN, S. C. “I think Kelso is the 
best horse I have seen since Man o’ War.” 

The speaker was Howard Hoffman, the 
affable 61-year-old veteran who trains 
for L. L. Haggin II, president of Keene- 
land race course. Hoffman been 
around the race tracks since 1913, and 
he has seen the best ones of his time. 

Haggin’s good 3-year-old of 1960, Care- 
less John, finished second to Kelso 3 
times last season—in the Choice Stakes 
and Jerome and Discovery Handicaps. 

“Kelso don’t look like nothing,” Hoff- 
man continued. “It just proves you can’t 
judge a book by its cover. This horse 
runs hard, carries weight, and takes on 
all comers. A natural runner. He'll go 
from a mile to 2 miles. He’s done it. And 
I once saw him breeze in a Belmont work- 
out in 1:10. I’d have to call him a 
freak — a wonderful freak. I haven’t 
seen the equal of him since Man o’ War.” 

Hoffman has seen a good deal of Kelso 
lately. On February 22 Carl Hanford, 
trainer for Mrs. Richard C. du Pont’s 
Bohemia Stable. shipped Kelso and 6 
other horses to Aiken. 

“Mrs. du Pont is a marvelous lady,’ 
Hoffman said. “She deserves to have a 
great horse. Why. one day after Kelso 
beat Careless John. by a head, she actually 
helped the groom put the cooler on my 
horse.” 


Hoffman. who has 13 of Haggin’s horses 
in camp here, likes Careless John, and 
minces no words. “It took Kelso to beat 
him in those 3 stakes. For my money, 
he’s second-best horse in America. I doubt 
any horse can beat him up to a mile. Over 
a mile — yes, he can be beaten.” 

The son of Johns Joy—Remiss holds 
the track record at Aqueduct for 6 fur- 
longs aroung a turn — 1:09. He won 3 
races and was out of the money only once 
in 12 starts last year. 

Careless John is being pointed for the 
Phoenix Handicap, on April 8 at Keene- 
land. 


Hoffman is also looking for big things 
from the 4-year-old Spy Song filly Tingle, 
which missed most of last vear after win- 
ning the Ashland Stakes. 

He is training 2 colts that have been 
nominated for the Blue Grass Stakes and 
the Triple Crown events — Lester (Hasty 
Road—Sally Catbird) and Astate (*Am- 
biorix—Smart Devil). 

Lester ran 3 promising races, but is 
still a maiden. Bucked shins and sickness 
shelved him last year. but he is training 
“real good.” 

The name of Astate is a mistake. He 
was supposed to have been named Astute, 
but someone goofed. Said Hoffman: “As-

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Dark Politics 


The leading organizations having to do 
with Thoroughbred racing in the United 
States have been opposed to racing at 
night. Their stand was founded on tra- 
dition and it used to be supported by the 
principle that the sport should not jeop- 
ardize its own standing or the economic 
welfare of its customers through offering 
too many opportunities for betting— 
especially at night, when the family bread- 
winner was likely to lose more than he 
could afford to lose. 

A conscience of this kind seems to be 
peculiar to Thoroughbred racing. perhaps 
because of some Freudian illusion that it 
was the only pastime put down by the 
generation of reformers reaching from 
Comstock to Volstead. Or perhaps because 
racing actually was guilty of many of the 
excesses charged against it by its execu- 
tioners. Whatever the reason, the present 
generation of promoters of the sport have 
submitted to an almost Puritanical con- 
science. It is a reflection of their urge for 
complete propriety that they are tortured 
by the thought of a sore horse being 
treated with Butazolidin. 

The night hours have been accepted 
gratefully by harness racing, dog racing, 
baseball, football, and other outdoor 
sports. Thoroughbred racing itself has 
expanded until it can no longer claim to 
be motivated or restrained by a fear of 
overexploitation. It offers 9 or more races 
a day, and in several states the racing ex- 
tends from the blizzards of one winter 
to the blizzards of the next. It is no relief 
to the reputation of racing that this ex- 
travagant extension of the betting privi- 
lege has been mostly for the benefit of 
state treasuries; if and when the question 
of too much racing comes to public atten- 
tion, the state will not volunteer to share 
the role of defendant. 

In Maryland the question of night 
racing has become a sizzling political 
issue, largely because the tracks in the 
Old Line State have shrunk from compe- 
tion with well heeled operations in neigh- 
boring states. The issue is aggravated and 
confused, most unfortunately, by the fact 
that the state’s first venture into night 
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Thoroughbred racing appears likely to 
take place at a minor track and in pay- 
ment of a political obligation. 

The proposal to authorize 36 nights of 
Thoroughbred racing at Baltimore Race- 
way. a_ half-mile course controlled by 
Jerold C. Hoffberger. has brought angry 
protests from many organizations and in- 
dividuals in racing. from theaters and 
other enterprises whose business might be 
affected. and from the Baltimore Orioles. 
in which Hoffberger himself is a major 
stockholder. The Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association and the Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations of the United States are 
among the organizations which have _ in- 
dicated strong disapproval. 


Insofar as the welfare of Maryland 
racing is concerned, the argument is less 
against night racing itself than against 
the shabby circumstances under which its 
inauguration is proposed—to “bail out” 
a marginal operation for the benefit of 
an individual to whom Maryland _poli- 
ticians are beholden for financial support. 
The prestige of Maryland racing would 
decline still further if night racing were 
authorized primarily for such ignoble pur- 
poses. 

In areas where night Thoroughbred 
racing has been authorized, it has been 
justified on the grounds of expediency: 
it was the only way to make any money. 
Principle and tradition are supposed to 
retreat whenever they interfere with 
money. But if they must retreat in Mary- 
lend, the first—and Jast—decision con- 
cerning racing under the lights should 
be left to the major tracks. Pimlico, Lau- 
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rel. and Bowie. It is unlikely that any of 
these will feel that such a move would 
improve racing in Maryland. It is certain 
that none of them will think that racing 
would gain in stature through introduction 
of night racing at a half-mile track for 
the benefit of a political kingmaker. 


The Sign and the Wand 


Some of our faithful readers have sent 
roundabout warnings that nothing but 
evil can result from our decision to dis- 
continue publication of the sign, and al- 
ready a hoot of demons under celestial 
guidance has invaded the office and 
spread a pestilence of otorhinopneumonitis 
among innocent members of the staff, not 
even sparing the orthodox. This manifesta- 
tion of occult vengeance leaves us snivel- 
ing but unbowed. 

It did remind us, however. that perhaps 
we ought to withhold final decision until 
we have consulted the auguries of Science. 
The best way to do this would be through 
a weaning contest. with the sign on one 
side and the infidels on the other. The 
weaners by the sign would be permitted 
to seek advice from astrologers, voodoo 
specialists. night watchmen, and _ ouija 
boards. The no-signers would be accorded 
the privilege of anonymity, for protection 
against spells, hexes, and imprecations. 

(The Rules of Hexing specify that it 
shall be reprehensible. impossible, and 
contrary to the best interests of witch- 
craft for any sorcerer, conjuror, witch, 
wizard, or warlock to cast a spell, commit 
an exsufflation. or otherwise utter hocus- 
pocus without identifying the victim by 
name, including middle initial, if any, and 
place of residence. This was one of the 
first rules in the book, dating back to the 
time of Adam’s great-great-grandfather, 
and there have been no major revisions 
in it, except through the necessities of 
social evolution.) 

Such a contest would require strict 
supervision if the results were to have 
scientific value. It may be that Spencer 
Drayton can detach a referee, an umpire, 
and a couple of field judges from the staff 
of the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau for a period long enough to see 
that everybody weans fair and square. 

As soon as it becomes certain that no- 
body’s mind has been changed by this in- 
vestigation, we hope to persuade our old 
friend McHenry McAdam McNutt to come 
out of retirement and give us the benefit 
of a talent which promises to revolutionize 
Thoroughbred breeding. McNutt some 
years ago discovered a technique for nick 
dowsing. Using a split-leaf pedigree book 
and a wishbone licked clean by a serpent, 
he unerringly finds the best available nick 
for any given mare or stallion.

Miami. Trainer Phil Johnson was 
leaving Tropical Park when he encoun- 
tered a friend who was looking for Juan 
D’ Agostino. 

“He’s in Barn 16,” Johnson said, “and 
he’s going to win Saturday. I’ve known 
this guy a long time. He’s a real good 
horseman.” 

The race was the Appleton Handicap 
at Gulfstream Park. the final major pre- 
paration for the $100.000-added Gulf 
stream Handicap a week later. And the 
predicted winner was *Tudor Way. a 
strapping 5-year-old from Argentina. 

D’Agostino and his representative and 
constant companion Stephan  Ballarini 
were getting ready to give *Tudor Way 
his final work for the Appleton. D’Agos- 
tino. a plump gentleman from Buenos 
Aires. speaks some English. but Ballarini 
was doing most of the talking. It soon 
developed that D’Agostino was a former 
journalist and handicapper. 

“T know all about your game.” he said. 
“T work for 3 newspapers, two magazines.” 
He pulled out his key chain and displayed 
a small gold medal which proclaimed 
him the leading handicapper in Argentina. 
“Every year I win one of these. I have 
10 of them.” 

“Yes.” Ballarini interpolated. “He win 
so many that they would not let him com- 
pete any more. so others would have a 
chance.” 


D’Agestino held up the middle finger 
of his right hand. 

“Always there was a big callous there.” 
he said. “No machine (typewriter) for 
me; everything by hand.” He gave up 
journalism in 1956 and went to New 
York: he had been training horses since 
1935. 

A groom put the tack on *Tudor Way 
and the horse started for the track. 
D°Agostino and Ballarini drove to the 
club house and sat down. with D’Agos- 
tino clocking the work. *Tudor Way. 
galloping easily. went in :1175. :3575. 
and :48. 

“See how leisurely he gallops.” said 
Ballarini. “If you wish to stir him up. 
we run him with another horse. Then he 
will go in :33 and :46. But it is not 
necessary. This is a tremendously intel- 
ligent horse. When he goes on the track

for his race, he pricks his ears and runs 
as fast as he can.” 

When *Tudor Way returned to the barn 
to be washed down, he wasn’t blowing. He 
is a blocky. well made horse. with a 
handsome head. The Appleton was to be 
his first start at more than 7 furlongs. but 
D’Agostino had no doubt that *Tudor 
Way was a classic horse. “Brochazo won 
the Pueyrredon Stakes in Argentina, at 
214 miles. Tudor Castle won 8 races in 
England. And the sire has Hyperion 
blood.” 

*Tudor Way had indicated that he 
would go on. In his first American start. 
en January 9 at Tropical. he finished 
third. He was third in his next start. at 
Hialeah. He won at 6 furlongs. twice at 


7 furlongs, and in each race he closed 
with a furious rush. In _ his first test 
against good ones. he came from 16 
lengths back to finish second to April 
Skies in the 7-furlong Palm Beach Handi- 
cap. 

D'Agostino had turned down many 
offers for *Tudor Way, including one 
from Phil Johnson. Now he had no in- 
tention of selling, at least not at the mo- 
ment. 

“At Narragansett last summer, Dr. J. E. 
Burch offered $40.000 for him.” D’Agos- 
tino said. “Now we have offers for $100.- 
000.” 

*Tudor Way was bred by R. P. Peracca, 
who raced the sire and imported him to 
Argentina. After Peracca died, late in 
1959, D’Agostino purchased *Tudor Way 
from Peracca’s widow and brought him to 
the United States.

The Blood-Horse 
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“I had a little idea he was a good 
horse,” D’Agostino said, “but I do not 
know he was as good as he turned out 
to be. I knew that when he was a baby 
he worked a half-mile in :46.” 


When *Tudor Way arrived in America 
he was in what Ballarini described as in- 
credible condition — very, very sick with 
internal infection. Juan had remarkable 
patience.” 

Juan did, indeed. It took him a year to 
get *Tudor Way to the races; the horse 
had to be turned out from April until 
August. But the first time he breezed, 
*Tudor Way went three-quarters at Rock- 
ingham in 1:11. 

*Tudor Way was handicapped by a de- 
formed right fore foot, which some had 
described as a club foot. “No, no,” 
D’Agostino said. “Not club. It is just a 
high heel.” 


*Tudor Way had lugged in sharply 
while making his late moves. Why? 


“Clods. He is not used to the clods 
hitting him in the face.” D’Agostino ex- 
plained. “He is sound. We use alcohol 
rub on his legs, that is all.” 


In Buenos Aires, in 1959. *Tudor Way 
had won 2 of 7 starts with one second 
and one third. “In his last 3 starts there 
was a sick horse, sick with the infection 
that took Juan so long to cure.” Ballarini 
said. “That is why he ran so badly. He 
never has been as fit as he is today.” 

D’Agostino had not worked *Tudor Way 
at Gulfstream before the Appleton. “It is 
not necessary. He is a quiet. tranquil 
horse. The type of race track does not 
matter. He will run on anything. He is 
remarkable. No nerves before a race, no 
nerves after it. When he works it takes 
nothing out of him. He takes long. easy 
strides. You do not have to train him 
hard.” 

*Tudor Way, carrying top weight of 
119 pounds, ran his field dizzy in the 
Appleton, winning by 10 lengths. He 
broke in front, but Bill Hartack im- 
mediately snugged him back to fourth 
place. and Moslem Chief went to the lead 
on the club house turn. Curving into the 
backstretch. Better Bee moved past Mos- 
lem Chief. went to the rail. and opened 2 
lengths. 

Hartack kept a tight hold to the far 
turn. There *Tudor Way went to the out- 
side. zoomed past the 3 horses in front of 
him, and opened 3 lengths before the op- 
position knew what had happened. He 
was timed in 1:4825, and paid $3.70. 

When the race was over. D'Agostino 
conceded that *Tudor Way had “run very 
nice.” 

The next morning, as *Tudor Way was 
being walked under the shed. trainer Leo 
Sierra, stabled on the other side of D’Agos- 
tino’s barn, gazed at *Tudor Way and 
commented: 

“Look. There is a quarter of a million 
dollars walking by.”

Teamsters Seek April I Vote

New York. Most employees directly or indirectly associated with horse 
racing are members of a union, independent or otherwise. All that remains to be 
organized are clerical and backstretch employees and it may be only a matter of 
a few weeks before a union will be setting up rules for grooms, exercise boys, 
and hot-walkers in New York. 

Leadership in organizing the backstretch labor force has been undertaken 
by Local 917 of the Teamsters, headed by a hard-dealing organizer, Johnny 
Burke. The office is on 14th Street in New York City, but informal meetings 
are conducted on Long Island. 

The Teamsters won the first round when the National Labor Relations Board 
declined jurisdiction. The State Labor Board is now proceeding with the case, 
and hearings are in progress at 270 Broadway. The State is taking testimony to 
determine whether there shall be an election as to who shall be the bargaining 
agent for the employees. 

The hearings are informal, and facts cannot be disclosed. Duration of the 
hearings is a matter of conjecture, but Burke believes a vote will be held about 
April 1. 

Collateral factors make the hearing complex, since many trainers and owners 
are involved as independent contractors. 

The other day in a small tavern across the street from Belmont Park, 3 
exercise boys. each about 25 years of age. were thumping the table. “We're 
skilled labor.” said one who rode infrequently a few years ago. “A groom 
doesn’t have to serve an apprenticeship. We're getting about $350 a month now, 
but we want a $400 minimum. We also want insurance, hospitalization for the 
family. a 6-day week. and other benefits.” 

Another said. “I wouldn’t mind a guild like the Jockey’s Guild the way 
it is. but we haven't got it. and the Jockey’s Guild is not interested in us, and 
neither is the HBPA. We’ve got no security. I love the race track and I like 
working on it. so I don’t intend looking elsewhere for a job. It’s my trade.” 

The third one nodded assent and said, “This is no easy trade, exercising 
horses. When you’re hurt, the doctor bills pile up. You need help, and the 
only thing that can help is a medical plan.” 

The exercise boys were asked why they hadn’t organized a guild like the 
jockeys. since most of them were former riders. They shrugged and said, “Don’t 
know. don’t know.” 

Next day. when the union’s organizer, Burke. was telephoned, he was not 
communicative. “I hear you've been talking to some of the boys. What are you, 
a representative of the New York Racing Association or Commission? Why did 
you ask them about an exercise boys’ guild?” 

(The young men who talked for publication were also informers.) 

Grooms want hospitalization, 6-day week, time and a half for Sundays, and 
payment each week. No definite monthly or weekly wage level has been asked; 
this will come up after the election for representation, according to Burke. 

“There’s so much room for improvement.” he says. “It’s too early now 
to say or list what their demands are.” 

The workers realize that if they choose the Teamsters, their employers will 
eliminate bonuses and stakes and may reduce the number of horses at the track. 
These considerations do not feaze them. 

“We want a living wage and better working conditions,” said a groom at 
Aqueduct. “If an owner can’t afford to pay us what we’re worth, he shouldn’t 
be in the racing business.” 

Grooms and exercise boys. like soldiers, are gripers, and one of their pet 
subjects is the HBPA. “What’ve they done for us?” 

When Eastern division HBPA president Sol Rutchick was asked about this, 
he said. “We help anyone. We haven't turned down a case in 14 years. But 
claims must be legitimate. We have a committee that investigates and handles all 
requests from backstretch employees. We have a $1.000 life insurance policy in 
effect now and a hospitalization plan for them. And we’re trying to up benefits 
for both plans.” 

The HBPA. like other organizations, has done nothing about the union’s 
threat to organize the backstretch. Rutchick said. “The HBPA is strictly a benev- 
olent organization. It has no authority to deal for individual stables. They must 
deal for themselves.”

Will Test Apprentice Rule

E_mont. When the New York season 
opens on March 20, racing will test for 
the first time a new apprentice rule ap- 
proved recently by the New York State 
Racing Commission. The rule provides 
for a 10-pound allowance, and the Na- 
tional Jockey’s Guild is convinced it is 
doomed to failure. “It’s not practical,” 
said Guild president Eddie Arcaro. 

The amendment reads as follows: 

“Ten pounds until he has ridden 5 
winners and 7 pounds until he has 
ridden an additional 30 winners: if he 
has ridden 35 winners prior to the end 
of one year from the date of riding his 
fifth winner, he shall have an allowance 
of 5 pounds until the end of that year.” 

Before the amendment, an apprentice 
was allowed 5 pounds until he had ridden 
40 winners, or until the end of one year 
from the date on which he rode his first 
winner. 

State Racing Commissioner Ashley T. 
Cole said the newly amended rule was 
tentative, and he hoped it would accom- 
plish the desired result, that is. encour- 
age more owners and trainers to develop 
more competent jockeys. 

It won’t do that, said riders and Guild 
officers with whom we talked here and in 
Florida. 

Arcaro: “You don’t have uniformity with 
other states. The 10 pounds does not 
make riders, it makes trainers. If they’re 
good, 5 pounds is enough. A boy should 
earn his mounts on ability. With the extra 
weight allowances, a boy would start 
riding races before he’s ready—inexper- 
ienced, green and dangerous. 

“How would you like to be driving on 
a highway with teen-agers who do not 
have a driving license? It’s the same 
with the new weight rule.” 

Bert Thompson, managing’ director of 
the Jockey’s Guild, who made a feeble 
effort to thwart the ruling: “The way it 
seems to us, the new rule in New York 
penalizes competency. We were satisfied 
with the old rule of 5 pounds for 40 wins. 
And we don’t think there is a shortage of 
boys, anyhow.” 

Sammy Boulmetis: “When a man takes 
a boy, instead of starting on the first 
winner, starts on his sixth. If a man has 
a promising boy he puts him on a bad 
horse. You don’t penalize the man or the 
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jock. The first 5 horses I rode finished 
last. 

“We don’t want to deny opportunity, 
and have the jocks’ room cluttered with 
incompetents, but we wish Guild president 
Arcaro’s proposition had been adopted— 
7 pounds for 5 wins and 5 pounds there- 
after.” 

Bill Hartack: “Giving 10 pounds to a 
kid isn’t going to make him a jockey. At 
best we'll get quantity. not quality.” 


The Other Side 


The opinions of trainers. upon whose 
insistence the ammendment was approved. 
is something else again. 

Jim Fitzsimmons: “They aren’t worry- 
ing about anything but themselves. I don’t 
blame them. I’m concerned with the own- 
er. He pays the bill. and we’ve got to 
develop jockeys. Of course, you got to 
handicap the kids to give them a chance. 

“The regular rider doesn’t want to 
make jockeys. But there’s plenty of them 
who can’t even gallop a horse mornings. 
and many of them dread getting up morn- 
ings to work horses.” 

Lucien Laurin: “Terrific.” He intends 
to use boys he’s breaking in at Holly 
Hills, S. C. 

Johnny Nerud: “I’m getting boys ready 
now.” 

Arnold Winick: “We'll get new jockeys, 
if the kids don’t get impatient about be- 
coming. starters overnight.” 

Max Hirsch, who won Kentucky Derbys 
with 2, Ira Hanford on Bold Venture and 
Bill Boland on Middleground: “You can’t 
just send a boy to school. as the Guild 
proposed, and make a jockey out of him. 
Jockeys are born, not made. If the boy 
doesn’t have it, you can teach him until 
he is 50 years old and he still won’t make 
it.” 

Three stewards with whom we talked 
had negative opinions. 

Keene Daingerfield: “A boy who needs 
10 pounds shouldn’t be competing. The 
rule places a premium on mediocrity.” 

George Palmer: “Riders are made by 
horsemen at the small tracks. New York 
is no place for a boy to learn to ride.” 

Dr. J. G. Catlett: “I see nothing wrong 
with the rule as it was. I don’t believe 
there is a shortage of riders. The present

rule is almost universally used throughout 
the country.” 


State of Readiness 


Everything is in readiness for the new 
season. The 2.600 stalls at Aqueduct and 
Belmont Park are filling daily. 

The main track at Belmont sees more 
activity each morning. The other day 
about 75 horses galloped. The new pony 
track, three-eighths of a mile on the 
northeast edge of Belmont near the top 
of the old Widener Chute, soon will also 
be open, along with the regular mile 
training track. 


Aqueduct is undergoing some improve- 
ments. but nothing drastic. The lower bet- 
ting level is being provided with glass 
doors. 

Among the trainers on hand last week 
were H. A. Jerkens, Frank Dougherty, V. 
J. Nickerson, Harry Williams. Jack Law- 
rence. Harold Walker, Hesh Weinstein, 
Jim O’Brey. Pete Mosconi, William Froe- 
lich, Art Robertson, Sam Cardile, E. J. 
Regan, Frank Cundall, Fred Marshall, 
Tom Jolley, and J. N. Everett. 


The seating capacity at Aqueduct was 
increased by 309 seats on the third level. 
bringing the total to 20.309. 

The $25,000 Swift Stakes for 3-year-olds 
at 6 furlongs, is the opening-day attrac- 
tion. The Paumonok Handicap, which in 
years past lent spice to the opener, will 
be held on March 25. 

Pat O’Brien, who had headed the pub- 
lic relations department, is now assistant 
to racing secretary Tommy Trotter. Sam 
Kanchugnar succeeded O’Brien, and Costy 
Caras. former Morning Telegraph staffer, 
came on as his assistant. 

The NYRA would run 89 stakes, worth 
$3.800.000, and there will be a $10,000 
overnight on the program each day there 
is no stakes. 

The $10,000 purse met with favorable 
reaction by trainers, who have been sug- 
gesting something on this order for a 
long time. 

“Tt will give a man with a middle- 
grade horse a chance to earn some money 
with him.” said Jack Lawrence. 


The Blood-Horse 
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Don't Alibi Nearly Had One 
In San Juan Capistrano

Los ANGELEs. Within the last 8 
months Joseph Dragna and his son Matt 
have bought 2 horses at comparatively 
low prices and have turned them into 
$100.000 stakes winners. First they claimed 
Tempestuous for $15.000. and won the 
1960 Hollywood Derby with him last sum- 
mer at Hollywood Park. This seemed 
like enough good fortune to last 2 citizens 
a long time. but last October, Joseph went 
to Belmont Park and purchased Don’t 
Alibi from a_ horses-in-training auction 
for $14,000. On closing day at Santa 
Anita Park. before a throng of 55.773. 
Don’t Alibi captured the San Juan Capi- 
strano Handicap in as thrilling a finish 
as fans ever will see. winning by a nose 
in the last stride from Kerr Stables’ 
Prince Blessed. 

Don’t Alibi comes from good folks, as 
Jimmy Jones is fond of saying. A 5-year- 
old gelding by *Alibhai out of the *Mah- 
moud mare Obedient, Don’t Alibi brought 
$55.000 at the 1957 Keeneland yearling 
sales. After winning once at 2 and run- 
ning third in the Saratoga Special. he 
was sold, at a Belmont Park mixed sale, 
to George D. Widener. chairman of The 
Jockey Club, for $59,000. Unraced at 3, 
Don’t Alibi won 2 races for Widener at 
4. then was put into the second Belmont 
sale, where Dragna, who was looking for 
a prospect for grass races at Santa Anita. 


a nose in the San Juan Capistrano Handicap. 
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bought him. Don’t Alibi had a bad left 
fore ankle. which is why Dragna was able 
to get him so reasonably. 

In the San Juan Capistrano, Don’t 
Alibi. which had won 3. previous races 
over Santa Anita’s spectacular turf course 
this winter, went off as the third choice 
in the field of 11. Throughout the back- 
stretch. Don’t Alibi was hemmed in closely 
along the rail, and as the field bunched 
up going into the far turn, he was put in 
a squeeze. There was nothing else for 
Willie Shoemaker to do but take back. 
Had Don’t Alibi lost the race, he cer- 
tainly would have had a valid alibi. 

By the time he had rounded the turn, 
Don’t Alibi had been taken to the outside, 
and. to use Shoemaker’s own description. 
he closed like a sprinter. After more than 
a mile and a half, he was still full of run. 

All through the stretch, however, it 
seemed as though Prince Blessed would 
win. Even after Don’t Alibi launched 
his spectacular run, Prince Blessed. re- 
sponding well to Don Pierce’s hard riding. 
pulled away slightly. Don’t Alibi dug in 
even harder, and Prince Blessed’s lead 
was swallowed up in a few strides. Don’t 
Alibi ran his last quarter in an amazing 
12325. 

Only half a length back of Prince 
Blessed. and running strongly along the 
rail, was *Notable II, an 83.70-to-1 shot, 


*Notable II finished third. 


with Geechee Lou and T. V. Lark, the 
favorites in the wagering. in a dead 
heat for fourth. They were followed by 
Paris Pike, *Balsarroch Boy, Oink, *Ani- 
sado. Scotland. and First Balcony. 

First Balcony did the first part of the 
race, which is 55 yards shy of a quarter 
mile. in :2045. Oink then took over, and 
went the half in :4425. 6 furlongs in 
1:0815. and the mile in 1:33. From then 
on it was Prince Blessed’s race, and he 
went the mile and a quarter in 1:5825 
and the mile and a half in 2:2315, before 
losing in the last jump in 2:48. The 
track record for the San Juan Capistrano, 
set 2 years ago by Royal Living, is 2:45. 

“T was in trouble all the way.” Shoe- 
maker said after the race, but it was the 
best thing that could happen because this 
is a one-run horse. When he got clear, he 
poured it on like we were sprinting. When 
I saw Prince Blessed all by himself, I 
didn’t think we were going to catch him.” 


Good Business 


The season ended on a mild, summer- 
like afternoon, and the handle of $4,185,- 
856 was the largest for a single day at 
Santa Anita since 1947, 

The recession, if there is any in these 
parts. was not noted at Santa Anita this 
season. Total attendance for the 55-day 
meeting was 1,550,262. third-highest in 
the track’s history. The daily average was 
28,187, for an increase of 6.5 per cent 
over last year. 

Total wagering was $122.013,151, also 
the third-highest ever at Santa Anita. The 
daily average was $2,218,421, an increase 
of 4.3 per cent over last year’s figures. 

Several factors were responsible for the 
good business. The weather was perfect 
all winter long. On only 2 afternoons 
during the 55 days was there enough rain 
for the track to be “off.” The racing 
was excellent. particularly in the 3-year- 
old division. And last, but by no means 
least, there was the guiding hand of Rob- 
ert P. Strub. whose friendly personality 
was reflected in the operation of Santa 
Anita this season. The track was no less 
efficient or stately, but somehow it seemed 
a great deal warmer. 


The “bests” of the season, as selected 
by Turf writers in their annual poll: 

Alberta Ranches’ Four-And-Twenty, un- 
beaten winner of the Santa Anita Derby, 
was acclaimed the best 3-year-old, as well 
as the season’s top development. Rex 
Ellsworth’s Prove It was an unanimous 
choice as the top handicap horse of the 
meeting. Don’t Alibi was voted the top 
grass performer. and Geechee Lou was 
selected as the best mare. Leading sprint 
honors went to *Ole Fols, now retired to a 
stud career. 

Shoemaker. who led the jockeys at 
Santa Anita for the 11th consecutive year, 
was named the best rider, with Emile 
Ohayon being picked as the top appren- 
tice.

Top Charger was bred by the _ late 
Louis B. Mayer, and after Mayer’s death 
he was sold as a 2-year-old at Pomona for 
$65.000. In the Citation Handicap he de- 
feated Better Bee and Little Tytus, run- 
ning the mile in 1:34. 

Popularity, dam of the Miss America 
Turf Handicap winner Bevy of Roses, is 
a daughter of Busher. 

Top Charger will stand for a fee of 
$500 for a live foal. 


Into Glory in California 


Into Glory, a 9-year-old son of Brook- 
field—Poesy, by Chance Shot, will stand 
his first season at stud at Link Brand 
Ranch, Standish, Calif., for a fee of $100 
live foal. Into Glory won 13 races and 
earned $45,265. The property of Marble 
E. Burch and Don Engel, he is a half- 
brother to I Appeal. 


2 at Leeway 


*Moonsun, an 8-year-old son of Helios 
—Moonbeam, by Midstream. will make his 
first season at stud at Leon T. Greenway’s 
Leeway Farm, Washington, Va. The Aus- 


trailian-bred stallion won the S.A.J.C. St. 


Leger. He was unplaced in 2 starts in 
the U. S. at 6 and 7. 

At Leeway he was joined by Secnav, 17- 
year-old son of *Bull Dog—Gino Patty, 
by *Gino. 


Death of Count Nimble 


Mr. and Mrs. Talbot Dewey’s stallion 
Count Nimble died of a necrotic intestine 
last month at West Brookfield. Mass. Bred 
by Mrs. E. K. Thomas of Paris. Ky., the 
1l-year-old son of Count Fleet was a half- 
brother to Nimble Fox. winner of the Hia- 
leah Inaugural and Straus Memorial 
Handicaps. 

Unraced at 2. Count Nimble at 3 was 
sold for $32.000 to Pin Oak Stable in 
June, 1953. He won 3 of his 9 starts that 
season and was retired to the stud. From 
his first small crop, got in New England, 
he had 3 winners. 


Funds for Breeders 


The 1960 report of the Illinois Racing 
Board said that on December, 1960. 3,662 
Thoroughbreds had been registered, or 
processed for registration, under the pro- 
visions of a 1957 act creating a special 
fund for Illinois-bred Thoroughbreds. Of 
this total 242 were foaled in Illinois and 
1.842 others were conceived and foaled in 
the state. 

During the 1960 racing season $288,400 
in purses was distributed from the fund 
for 98 races run under the provisions of 
the act. The racing associations in Illinois 
paid 10 per cent breeder awards. totaling 
$42.706. to winners of 320 races. 


The Leading Sires in Mexico 


The Mexican Stud Book Commission has released a list giving the records of the 
75 stallions represented by money-earning progeny at the Hipodromo de las Americas, 
Mexico City, in 1960.

Palmetto Trials 


Hirsch Nearly 
Sweeps Board 


CoLumsia, S. C. “I shoulda claimed 
a foul.” joked Max Hirsch as John 
(Trader) Clark accepted a bouquet of 
flowers after James H. Stone’s 4-year-old 
bay gelding Bread and Water won the 
final race of the tenth annual running of 
the Palmetto Trials here on March 11. 

Max could afford to joke. He had sad- 
dled the winners of the first 4 races on 
the program and had missed by a nose 
in the fifth and last race. 

Clark. on the other hand, seemed a bit 
hacked that his horse had won. “It means 
nothing to me.” he said, “and it would 
have been nice if Mr. Hirsch could have 
swept the boards just once. That would 
have been a rare thing, even for a race 
meeting like this.” 

There is no question that the boy on 
Bread and Water went all out to win, even 
though there was no money at stake in 
this finishing-school show. The boy was 
Sheridan Mellon, who had been riding at 
the Fair Grounds this year. Mellon went 
to the whip to maintain his fading advan- 
tage over John W. Marr’s fast-closing 
Rare Orbit. trained by Hirsch. The twist 
is that Mellon beat his own boss. He is 
under contract to Hirsch and was loaned 
for the occasion to Clark. 


These jockeys like to win. whether the 
money is on the line or not. And _ this 
was Mellon’s third victory of the day. 
giving him the edge on Louis Margolin. 
who rode the other 2 winners. 

Clark’s | Got Trouble was third and 
Say So brought up the rear. Say So is 
also owned and trained by Clark. whose 
contribution to the success of this running 
of the Trials was considerable. Clark 
winters at Aiken. where he owns his own 
place. But the Kentuckian. hearing that 
they were having a rather hard time fill- 
ing the races at Columbia. offered to run 
8 horses. and they were gratefully ac- 
cepted.

Chalk Line won his only start at two, 
but hurt an ankle and missed the rest of 
the season. 


The first three races were quarter-mile 
sprints out of the chute for 2-year-olds. 

The partisan crowd broke into a big 
cheer as Fifth Filly, a speedy daughter 
of Errard King—Elementary. out-lasted 
John R. Kimberly's New Muir in the sec- 
ond race, which was limited to fillies. New 
Muir’s trainer, Bob Blackburn, who was 
helping starter Frank Calvarese at the 
gate, said the filly “sat down” at the 
break and was last out. She finished very 
strongly. 

Fifth Filly’s victory was popular be- 
cause she was foaled at Dr. Ernest 
Wooten’s farm just outside of Columbia. 
Wooten, a relatively new breeder of Thor- 
oughbreds. bought Elementary, a Count 
Fleet mare, when she was in foal to Errard 
King. She was the fifth foal at his farm 
and the fifth filly —thus the name. She 
was the first South Carolina-bred horse to 
win here. 

The last 2-year-old race, called the 
Bryan Field Purse. was won by W. Arnold 
Hanger’s unnamed chestnut filly by *Ice- 
berg II. She probably shouldn’t have won. 

There were 2 poles near the finish line. 


O. H. Wienges’ Calhoun Doge (4) had 


and the second represented the wire. 
Jockey Phil Marchese, riding L. P. Do- 
herty’s bay filly Makaira, had the lead all 
the way and looked like a sure winner, 
but the boy stood up when he passed the 
first pole, which had been the finish line 
in past years, and the Hanger filly zoomed 
past to win by a head. 

Hirsch, 80-year-old member of racing’s 
Hall of Fame, took advantage of the occa- 
sion to work 2 of his best horses, King 
Ranch’s Bal Musette and Disperse, out of 
the gate for half a mile. The 3-year-old 
Bal Musette will run in the Governor’s 
Gold Cup on March 18, and the 4-year-old 
Disperse will be in the John B. Campbell 
Handicap on March 25. 

Hirsch did not ask much of either of 
them. They did a furlong in :1245, a quar- 
ter in :2425, and Bal Musette finished in 
:50. Disperse in :50245. 

The trainer was pleased. “They worked 
just the way I wanted them to. I warned 
the boys not to push them. They won't 
need much more before they're ready to 
race. It was a good work.” 

Bal Musette. second to Garwol in the 
1960 Pimlico Futurity, is nominated for 
the Triple Crown. and the early start at 
Bowie indicates that Max is serious. 

Visiting turf personalities at the Trials 
included John W. Hanes, Ivor Balding. 
Francis P. Dunne. Henry Clark, Joe 
Kramer, Pete Bostwick. and Mrs. John 
Marr, who has yet to miss a running 
and who drove through snow to make it.

NYRA’s Basil Gave up Conventional 
World of Business for Racing 


New York. Aqueduct probably seems 
monstrous and overwhelming to a stranger. 
There is a kind of stillness and emptiness 
in the lobby. and it is not until one steps 
off the escalator and heads for the “open 
light” ahead that the throbbing excite- 
ment of thousands of people bursts upon 
him. 

One in particular who rarely sees the 
crowd. but who derives great saisfaction 
from knowing it is there, sits in a com- 
fortable office beneath the club house. His 
name is Frank M. Basil, and he is the 
vice president and comptroller of the New 
York Racing Association. 

A native New Yorker, Mr. Basil was 
born on September 12, 1909. His family 
then was living on 106th street, between 
Second and Third Avenues. His educa- 
tion was aquired at St. Cecilia’s Parochial 
School and later at De Witt Clinton High 
School. 

“The world of finance was the farthest 
thing from my mind in those days.” said 
Mr. Basil. “I'd say the 10th Avenue at- 


mosphere I grew up in rather led me to .- 


believe I wanted to be a doctor.” 

The Basil family lived in close prox- 
imity to both a morgue and a_ hospital, 
and it is reasonable to assume that the 
scenes young Frank witnessed eventually 
wore on him, for instead of pursuing his 
dream of becoming a physician, he en- 
tered upon a course of bookkeeping and 
typing. 

“T actually took these “Subjects to en- 
able me to get a summer job.” he ex- 
plained. “But I found the work satisfied 
my interest in the scientific and the fact- 
ual. Next I knew. I was attending City 
College 5 nights a week for a full busi- 
ness course.” 

The first job held by young Basil was 
with the Charles Freshman Radio Manu- 
facturers Corporation. From there he went 
to the Federal Water and Gas Corpora- 
tion, Public Utility Holding Company. He 
stayed with them until their liquidation in 
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By Ruth Clements 


1931, after which his associations spread 
to the William Street Exchenge Place 
Corporation, the Hildene Corporation. Big 
Inch Gas and Oil Corporation. Coastal 
Pipeline Company. the Boulder Brook 
Club. Frederick R. Harris. Inc., the Off- 
shore Company. Minnesota Pipe Line 
Company, and the Southern Production 
Company. He has been either a director 
or treasurer of most of the above men- 
tioned. It was while serving with these 
companies that he came in contact with 
the man who later brought him _ into 
racing. 

“When I was 19 years old.” he recalled 
with amusement, “I went to work as chief 
accountant and senior auditor for C. T. 
Chenery. This I achieved, in part. by 
giving my age as 26 years.”

Basil said that Chenery (“the finest 
man I know”) was chairman of the board 
of every company for which Basil worked 
over the past 30 years. 

“IT went to the track one day to cheer 
a Chenery horse to victory, and, as the 
saying goes, I got ‘bit by the bug.’” He 
became a one-man cheering squad for 
Chenery steeds. “I am always more opti- 
mistic than either Mr. Chenery or his 
trainer.” he related. “When I am in the 
stands watching a race, I will the horse 
to win.” 

Basil swears by this system, though he 
admits it might not work so often if he 
were a daily visitor to the stands instead 
of a weekly one. 

Having once breathed the air of ex- 
citement of the race track. Basil became 
eager to understand the financial prob- 
lems of the owners, trainers, and breeders 
of Thoroughbreds. As he put it, “I wanted 
to learn the score from every angle.” 

In 1954, when Harry F. Guggenheim. 
John W. Hanes, and C. T. Chenery formed 
a cemmittee to re-organize racing in New 
York. Bzsil was asked to prepare financial 
statements and to advise whether the 
commission’s plan was a feasible one. For 
Basil, this involved conferences with 
banks, discussions in Albany, and meet- 
ings with the New York State Racing 
Commission. 


“It took some talking on my part to 
convince the majority of the people that 
the plan our commission made for New 
York racing was a durable one.” he said. 

When the time came to begin the 
paper work for Aqueduct. it was Basil 
who handled the finances. 

“At that time.” he said. “I was just 
about on my way to Louisiana. I was 
cffered a position as officer of the Off- 
shore Barge Company, of Baton Rouge. 
While this position was surely an excel- 
lent one, something unseen drew me to 
my work with the track.” 


The Blood-Horse 
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New Policy, about 3 lengths behind entering the stretch, came on in the last sixteenth of a mile to win tha 1%.6-mile San 
Bernardino Handicap by a length from Finnegan. His time, 1:42, was one-fifth of a second slower than the track record. 


Basil decided to stick with the tracks. 

“The new Aqueduct gave us real fin- 
cial problems,” he said. “We wanted to 
give race-goers in this area the finest 
track in the country, but after borrowing 
millions to get it built, we discovered we'd 
need additional millions to complete it.” 

And so the state’s aid was asked in the 
form of an additional 1 per cent and ex- 
tension of the racing season. This was 
granted. “Statistics show the State has 
not lost one cent of revenue through this 
action.” 

One more problem remained. A beauti- 
ful race track unable to begin operations 
was like a desert isle filled with gold, 
but with no boats to get it off. 

“To get the track in operation we 
borrowed 3-million dollars against the 
sale of old Jamaica.” Basil related. cas- 
ually. “Aqueduct’s total cost was 33 mil- 
lion.” he explained, “with 56 million in 
all being borrowed in order to cover work 
done on the Belmont and Saratoga tracks.” 
With obvious pride he added, “All but 
13-million dollars will be paid off by 
1968.” 

Six years with the NYRA has made a 
full-fledged race-tracker of Frank Basil. 
In pursuing his quest of learning “what 
makes it all tick.” he has made the ac- 
quaintance of hundreds of horsemen whose 
problems he studies. 

“It started by my trying to understand 
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why a trainer would choose a profession 
that gets him up at 5 o'clock in the 
morning. What I found out was that they 
all are horse lovers, hopeful people, nice 
people, practical people.” 

Basil, who sees himself as an optimist, 
finds the same quality in most horsemen. 
“They have to have it. And along with it. 
a lot of hope, for their’s is a tough up- 
and-down game involving animals who at 
their best are fragile creatures.” 

Basil has never owned a Thoroughbred, 
but he hopes one day to have that pleasure. 
“To own one with success would be my 
aim.” he said. “And to do this I would 
apply the same approach I use in busi- 
ness.” 

That he cannot see the races more often 
is his only regret. His connections with 
the race-goers, too, have been infrequent, 
but. as he put it, “educational.” 

“There was one woman for example,” 
he said. “who came to my office wanting 
her money back. She claimed she went to 
the track with $40 to bet one particular 
horse. As it turned out. according to the 
complaint, her horse won but was called 
second. ‘I was there at the wire.’ the fiery 
woman stated. ‘And my horse WON.’ 

“T diplomatically referred her to the 
commission. That was_ that.” 

Basil is married to the former Jeanette 
Allen McIntyre, and they have 3 children. 
He feels that there is no greater joy than 


having a family, friends, and a job to 
which one can be dedicated. As an ac- 
countant he takes great pride in his work. 
“Accountancy is challenging. There is no 
limit to the heights one can reach. An 
accountant keeps management informed 
on what’s going on. And with the elec- 
tronic machines now being used in the 
bookkeeping field, this is greater effi- 
ciency and accomplishment all the way 
around.” 

Did he view the New Jersey tracks as a 
threat to the Big A? 

With complete assurance he said, “No 


track in the U. S. A. is a threat to the 
Big A.” 


Dates and Conditions 


The California Horse Racing Board last 
week approved racing dates for Thorough- 
bred. Standardbred, and Quarter Horse 
meetings for 1962. The schedule will be 
similar to that for 1961, except that there 
will be a lengthier overlap of the Tanforan 
and Hollywood Park meetings. Tanforan 
will race until May 26, Hollywood Park 
will start racing on May 9. 

The schedule will be subject to later 
changes. should Los Alamitos be granted 
dates for Thoroughbred Racing. Los Ala- 
mitos has asked for 14 days of Thorough- 
bred racing in addition to its Quarter 
Horse dates. 

The board granted Los Alamitos ap- 
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proval to run a new Quarter Horse feature 
called the Los Alamitos Futurity, a race 
expected to gross over $150,000. Approval 
to run the new feature was granted after 
Frank Vessels Sr., controlling stockholder 
of Los Alamitos. assured the board that 
he would withdraw horses that he had 
nominated to the race and would not make 
nominations to the event in the future. The 
assurance disposed of the board’s question 
of a possible “conflict of interest.”

Vermont Track Proposed 


Application has been made to the Ver- 
mont State Racing Commission for a 
license to establish a $4-million harness 
and flat racing track in Bennington 
County. 

President and chairman of the board 
of Bennington Downs. Inc., is Charles W. 
Grinnell. of Wellesley. lifelong horseman. 
former Vermont newsman and _ broadcast- 
ing executive. Grinnell, organizer of the 
latest New England racing group. said 
options were being acquired on large 
tracts in the Bennington area. 

The town of Bennington last week ac- 
cepted permissive legislation to allow pari- 
mutuel harness and flat racing. legalized 
last November by a state-wide referendum. 

Grinnell plans for a three-quarter-mile 
track with stabling facilities for 700 to 
800 horses. He said he had asked the man- 
agement of 2 New England tracks for op- 
erating executives and personnel on a con- 
tractural basis.

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There were 3.749 runners which took 
part in flat races in France in 1960, and 
the total monetary distribution was 
27.670.640 new francs. The average per 
runner was 7.381 new francs. which was 
25 per cent higher than the 1959 average 
of 588.889 old francs, one of the new 
francs being equivalent to a hundred of 
the old. The average of 1960 was 
equivalent to 1.506 U. S. dollars, count- 
ing the new franc at 20.41 cents; the 
average Thoroughbred runner in France 
has a higher earning power than anywhere 
else in Europe. 

Average money per runner in 1960 was 
about 314 times the 1950 average (212.- 
598 old francs) and about 72 times the 
1940 average (10.279 old frances). The 
rapid increase reflects not only the in- 
flationary trend which has persisted 
through the greater part of the last 40 
years. but also the improving financial 
status of racing in France. Most of this 
improvement arises from use of the 
totalizator, including the pari-mutuel ur-

bain (for off-track wagering). to the ex- 
clusion of bookmakers. 

Whatever the reasons behind it. the 
variation in average earning potential has 
covered so wide a range that it is im- 
possible to use unadjusted money totals 
to gauge the success of a horse or group 
of horses in France. A much more ac- 
curate reading is obtained through use 
of the average-earnings index, which is 
based on average opportunity in each 
year. 

The accompanying lifetime record of 
the offspring of Relic in France will serve 
to illustrate. Actual earnings for the years 
prior to 1960 have been divided by 100 


Earnings Indexes of Sires in France 


in order to reduce them to the same basis 
as the new franc of 1960. The 323,943 
new franc equivalents earned in 1956 
were equal to the earnings of 82.73 
“average” horses in that year, while the 
much larger sum gained in 1960 was a 
trifle less than the average expectancy of 
71 runners. 

The adjustment in each year is ob- 
tained by dividing actual earnings by the 
average per runner in that year. The 
index for one year is the adjustment 
divided by the number of runners; the 
lifetime index is the sum of the adjust- 
ments divided by the accumulated num- 
ber of year-starters. Relic’s 208 year. 
starters earned as much as_ 519.21 
“average” runners in the various years, 
or 2.50 times as much as would have been 
credited to them if all the money avail- 
able in each year had been divided 
equally among all the starters of that 
year. 

In 1960 (as in 1959) an even 200 stal- 
lions were represented by at least 5 flat 
runners each in France. Fifty-two of

or higher for the year, that is, their pro- 
geny earned at least as much as the aver- 
age expectation per starter. Ordinarily, 
about 30 per cent of the sires can be ex- 
pected to reach the level of 1.00 in France, 
but the tremendous earnings of one horse 
such as Charlottesville can alter the dis- 
tribution noticeably. 

Charlottesville’s sire, Prince Chevalier, 
bred in France and exported to Great 
Britain in 1946, stood at the top of the 
list in 1960, not only in the ranking ac- 
cording to the earnings index. but also in 
gross money. The 1.102.300 new francs 
credited to his progeny in 1960 was nearly 
15 times the expectation of his 10 run- 
ners. In Great Britain and _ Ireland, 
Prince Chevalier’s index for the year was 
1.60. The combined index for 43 starters 
in Great Britain and Ireland and 10 
starters in France was 4.12.

earning slightly more than 9 times aver- 
age expectation. The highest index for 
a sire with a much larger number of 
runners was that of Djefou (sire of the 
Prix de Are de Triomphe winner Puis- 
sant Chef). whose total was 3.73 times 
the expectation of his 38 starters. 

Just as the reliability of a batting aver- 
age increases according to the number of 
times at bat. the reliability of a sire’s 
progeny index increases with the number 
of starters. Hence the cumulative or life- 
time record tends to give a more accurate 
appraisal than any one year. Thanks to 
the diligence to M. Jean Romanet in 
providing the raw data at the end of each 
year. it is now possible to summarize the 
records over a period of a dozen years 
in France. beginning with 1949. 

One of the accompanying tabulations 
shows the leading sires at the end of 
1960. There were 268 stallions represented 
by at least 20 year-starters and by at 
least one runner in 1960; of these. 36.2 


of 1.00 or higher and 9 per cent reached 
the level of 2.00. The accompanying 
tabulation includes the earnings for the 
39 stallions whose get won at least 60 
per cent more than average expectation 
per starter per year. The accumulated 
money totals are given in terms of new 
francs, the last 2 digits of earlier totals 
having been dropped. 

Tenerani’s standing at the top of this 
list is the result of *Ribot’s victories in 
2 renewals of the rich Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe. Tantieme has the highest rank- 
ing among sires represented by as many 
as 100 year-starters. his offspring hav- 
ing earned slightly more than 3 times 
their average expectation.

tate means nothing, but I told Mr. Hag- 
gin, ‘Never mind the name, he can run.’ ” 
Bucked shins bothered this one early last 
summer, but he won his last 2. starts, 
beating good horses. 


Hanford and Horses 


Hanford didn’t train Kelso as a 2- 
year-old; he took control of the Bohemia 
string only last February. Kelso got to 
the races for the first time on June 22, 
1960. He ran well the first time out and 
kept improving. ending the campaign as 
horse-of-the-year. 

“This horse you can place where you 
want.” said Hanford, standing in front of 
his Aiken barn. “He won taking the lead 
or coming from behind. He’s very ver- 
satile.” 

Kelso’s presence in Aiken was due to 
an accident at Santa Anita Park. where 
Hanford had shipped the horse for the 
winter season. The trainer. planning to 
run Kelso on Saturday. December 31, 
blew him out on Thursday. and Kelso 
pulled a muscle leaving the gate. 

Dr. William Wright. who winters in 
Aiken, flew to the West Coast. examined 
the horse he had cared for all summer, 
and ordered him to the farm for a rest. 

Dr. Wright's presence in Aiken was 


one reason that Hanford and Mrs. du 
Pont selected the training center as the 
place to bring Kelso back. 


“He’s 100 per cent all right now—I 
hope,” Hanford said. “He’s the same 
horse we took to California. He didn’t 
lose much time or condition, and he’s 
ahead of the other horses I have here.” 

Hanford had galloped Kelso 2 miles, 
and on March 10 he started breezing him 
slowly. First major objective of 1961 is 
the Metropolitan on May 30. 

Hanford, an ex-jockey who has been 
training since 1939, had never trained in 
South Carolina before. Now he said, “I 
think this is the best spot I’ve seen for 
wintering. I sure hope to come back.” His 
departure date will be determined by the 
weather in the East, since he doesn’t want 
to interrupt training schedules. 

The second-ranking horse in the Bo- 
hemia barn is the 6-year-old Argentinian 
*Soldadesca, winner of the Miss America 
Turf Handicap in 1960, her first season 
in this country. 

“This is the biggest horse in the barn.” 
says Hanford, “and I think she’s one of 
the better mares racing today. She’s nom- 
inated for the big distaff races at Delaware 
Park and others. She looks okay, but she’s 
just beginning her training.” 

“There’s a promising 3-year-old in the 
barn named Nade. Ambehaving’s _half- 
brother. by *Nasrullah out of Dentifrice. 


The brown colt, hurt last year, is going 
well now, but he will not start before 
June. 


Greentree Stable 


Greentree, the ranking stable at Aiken 
for many years, has 24 horses on the 
scene this winter, and all but 6 are 2. 
year-olds. The group includes one Triple 
Crown eligible, Trial Balloon (Tom Fool 
—What’s New). winner of 1 of his 2 
1960 starts. 


This small, well-put-together colt hasn’t 
been asked for any speed, and _ trainer 
John Gaver. never a garrulous person in 
winter quarters, said, “He’s doing what 
he’s supposed to do.” 


Weatherwise, Greentree’s top sophomore 
hope early last year, was gelded in the 
fall, and hasn’t started breezing yet. The 
Tom Fool horse won 3 races last year. 
Said Gaver: “I still think he has a chance 
to be a better-than-useful horse.”

One of the best things that happened to 
Bobby Dotter in 1960 was his purchase 
of the nice Citation colt Guadalcanal, for 
$2.700. 

Dotter trained the colt for the late Mrs. 
Thorn Kissel here last year. Guadalcanal 
took sick after shipping to New York, and 
he did not race until October. He won 
once, at a mile, and was third in the Gar- 
den State Trial and in the fabulously rich 
Garden State Stakes. 

By this time Dotter had purchased the 
colt at a dispersal of Mrs. Kissel’s horses. 
He had tried unsucessfully to get her 
son, Peter Kissel. to bid on the horse. 

When the 1960 campaign ended, Dotter 
brought Guadalcanal here, then shipped 
him to Miami. 

Dotter has spent most of the winter in 
Miami with 20 horses. Eleven others have 
remained here under Jimmy Rankin. 


The Aiken group includes one 3-year-old 
(Some Sunny Day) and 3 2-year-olds for 


James C. Brady. Other owners with horses 
in the stable are Peter Kissel’s October 
House Farm. Miss Crystelle Waggoner’s 
Ditto Nine Ranch, and Gustave Ring. Mrs. 
Dotter also has 2 horses. 

Brady’s Some Sunny Day (*Heliop- 
olis—Landmark) was a big, growthy colt 
at 2 and did not race. He'll be late this 
year, but he’s staked for the early sum- 
mer. 

Mrs. Dotter’s Mr. Race Rider, a 4-year- 
old gelding purchased privately from the 
Kissel estate, is being made into a 
jumper. 

Dotter, who trains *Don Poggio for 
Ring. has another Argentine horse for 
the owner, a 2-year-old colt named *Gypsy 
Lover. Imported in October, *Gypsy 
Lover is getting 6 months to acclimatize 
himself. and plans are to race him in 
April. He was bred on American time. 

The best-looking of Dotter’s 2-year-olds 
are October House’s Society (Polynesian 
—Soin). a pretty. round filly that will be 
eased along. and Upswept (*Royal Char- 
ger—Plumed). 


Hicks and Clark 


Trainer Bill Hicks was talking about 
the Cambridge Stable’s 3-year-old filly 
Shuette (Nashua—Beau Jet), winner of 
the Schuylerville Stakes at Saratoga last 
summer. “She isn’t afraid of the devil; 
there’s too much of it in her. She’s more 


like a stud than a filly. Once threw Arcaro 
in the paddock, and then bit an assistant 
starter. 

“But she can run. She was the first 
Nashua to win and the first to win a 
stakes. This year I’m going to take her 
to Lexington for the Ashland. If she does 
okay, she’ll run in the Kentucky Oaks.
